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Continuation of 13. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claims 1 and 10 fail to provide a diode-pumped 
solid-state laser rod different from Chang et al. US 5978407. Chang et al. '407 shows and discloses said cooling tube is provided with an 
antireflection area (Fig 2: 24)(Col 3: 44-45, pumping light channel)(Col 4: 35-40) for pumping light on a portion of an outer surface thereof 
(Fig 4a: 28, b), and with a high reflection area for the pumping light on another portion of the outer surface of which said antireflection area 
is absent (Fig 2: 34, 24, 22)(Fig 5a-6b) (Col 4: 63-67). The claims do not recite the two coatings as argued by the applicant. The claims 
can be read and understood from Chang et al. '407. The claims are not patentable distinct from Chang et al. '407.
